To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough. 

Mr,  Mayor,  Aldermen,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report 
for  the  year  1955. 

During  the  last  year,  there  has  been  an  appreciable 
rise  in  the  biith  rate.  The  adjusted  figure,  15.6*  is 
almost  double  the  figure  for  the  previous  year  and  compares 
favourably  Twith  the  rate  for  Anglesey  and  for  England  &  Wales. 

There  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  death  rate  and 
you  will  note  that  the  figure  for  Beaumaris  is  considerably 
lower  than  that  for  the  County  and  for  England  &  Wales. 

There  were  no  maternal  or  infant  deaths  during 

the  year. 

The  table  giving  causes  of  death  (compiled  from 
figures  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General)  shows  that  the 
majority  of  deaths  were  due  to  the  heart  and  associated 
vascular  diseases.  There  were  two  deaths  from  tuberculosis, 
and  five  new  cases  were  reported  during  the  year.  There 
was  complete  freedom  from  whooping  cough  and  diphtheria, 
due  in  the  main  to  the  national  drive  towards  protective 
immunisation  measures. 

The  sanitary  cirumstances  have  been  reported  on  by 
your  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  Orwig  Hughes. 

I  would  like  to  thank  you  Mr,  Mayor,  and  members 
of  the  Council  for  your  interest,  and  the  Town  Clerk  and 
Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  cooperation  and  help.  I 
would  also  like  to  thank  the  Menai  Bridge  Public  Health 
Inspector  for  his  assistance  during  the  absence  of  Mr.  Hughes.
